THE DEADLY S T ILETTO. 
A Terrible Tragedy Results From an Ita l­ 
ian's Avariciousness. 
N ew York, April 21.—At Hoboken 
early in the morning Angelo ({alioth 
murdered his mother-in-law. danger­ 
ously stabbed his father-in-law and was 
slain bv Conoguito Chinchella, aged is, 
a 
son 
of 
the 
murdered 
woman. 
(Jalioth s wife and her brother also re­ 
ceived stab wounds. 
The row occurred at 193 Grand street. 
Galioth and his wife were visiting her 
parents, t lie Chinchellas. 
Gaboth, it is 
believed, visited 
the Chinchellas for 
the purpose of robbing his father- 
in-law. 
Sunday 
night Mrs. Gaboth 
slept with ber mother and Gaboth slept 
with bis father-in-law. 
About 
12:30 
o’clock, when all were soundly sleep­ 
ing, Galioth, armed with a stiletto, 
arose from tile bcd and noiselessly 
glided into his mother-in-law’s room. 
Leaning over the sleeping woman he 
plunged the weapon into lier 
ab­ 
domen, and then with a semi-cireular 
sweep of the weapon almost disem­ 
boweled lier. 
The woman uttered but 
a single shriek. 
She died almost in­ 
stantly. 
Her cry partly aroused her 
husband, but not hearing it repeated 
he thought 
nothing 
further 
of 
it 
and soon fell asleep again. 
Gaboth’a 
wife, who was 
sleeping 
with 
her 
mother, made no sound. 
Tho blood 
from her mother’s horrible wound liter­ 
ally covered her, but still she did stir. 
I here is no doubt that she was well 
aware of what her husband was doing 
and it looks as if she was a party to 
the plot to murder her relatives. 
Gaboth, after killing his mother-in- 
law, returned to the room in which his 
father-in-law slept. 
A moment later 
he thrust the stiletto, still reeking with 
the blood of Mrs. Chinchella, into the 
neck of her husband. 
His aim was 
bad 
and 
lie 
missed 
the 
vital 
spot, but the knife made a ragged 
wound in Mr. Chinchella’s throat. 
The 
wounded man gave a shriek which 
awakened his son Conoguito. The latter 
sprang from his bed and J rushed into 
his father’^ room. 
Ile was met by 
Gaboth with the stiletto dripping with 
blood in his uplifted hand. 
Coqognito 
was also armed with a stiletto. Gaboth 
struck a vicious blow at the son which 
the latter dodged. A fight to the death 
followed. Up and down the two men 
fought, each trying to carve the life out 
of the other. Gaboth’a wife, hearing tho 
struggle, ran from her room and threw 
herself 
between 
the 
combatants. 
In doing this she received tw o slight 
stab wounds. 
Young Chinchella was 
further enraged at the sight .f his sis­ 
ter covered with Wood and pressed 
his antagonist the harder. 
Anselmo 
Chinchona, another son, took a hand 
in the row at this point and dragged 
his sister away, insisting that the tw o 
men be left to fight it out. 
Young 
Chinchella proved tho stronger and 
more active of the two. He made a feint 
at his antagonist and a moment later 
drove the stiletto into his left eye and 
into the brain. 
As Gaboth was falling 
young Chinchella drew out the weapon 
and quickly plunged it into Gaboth’s 
left side, piercing the heart. 
The lat­ 
ter fell to the ll cor a corpse. 
Gaboth’s wife, realizing that her hus­ 
band had been killed, gave vent to a 
succession of screams. 
The nelghl>ors 
were aroused and broke into the apart­ 
ments of the Chinchellas. 
The Chin­ 
chella lioys and their sister are under 
arrest. 
It is not expected that the 
father will survive. 
At the police station young Chinchella 
said: ‘‘If it is murder, then I did murder 
Gaboth. 
He killed ray mother and 
tried to kill my father. 
He would have 
killed us all if I had not killed him. 
It 
was a fight for life between us and I 
killed him.” 


SH O T DOW N IN C O L D BLOOD. 


T ennessee M ountaineers R ide In to a Tan 
Bark Camp and Murder Six Men. 
C hattanooga, Tenn., April 21.—A 
report reached here from Rockwood, 
7(5 miles from Chattanooga on the Cin­ 
cinnati Southern road, that near that 
place last Sunday a party of native 
mountaineers rode into a tan bark 
camp 
situated 
on the Cumberland 
mountains and without warning shot 
and killed six negroes and wounded 
ten. 
The mountaineers, it is said, had 
been discharged for incompetency and 
took this method of vengeance. 


Gibson Indicted. 
Chicago, April 21. — The 
federal 
grand jury has returned a true bill 
against George J. Gibson, ex-secretary 
of the whisky trust, on the charge of 
attempting to bribe a government offi­ 
cer to blow up Shufeldt’s anti-trust dis­ 
tillery in this city. 
As soon as the bill 
was returned a capias was made out 
and given to United States Marshal 
Hitchcock, who at once gave it te a 
deputy with orders to go to Peoria and 
arrest Gibson. The extreme penalty 
for tim crime is a fine of $5,000 and 
three years' imprisonment in the peni­ 
tentiary.
